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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claims 1 and 31 introduce limitations that have not been previously presented in an 
independent claim. Accordingly, these amendments serve to alter the structure of the apparatus described in the dependent claims in a 
new manner that has not been previously considered. Previous obviousness-type rejections of dependent claims may no longer be 
applicable upon submission of the latest amendments. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The majority of Applicant's arguments are directed 
at the newly proposed claim limitations that have not been entered. Accordingly, the rejections of record have not been withdrawn. 

With respect to Applicant's additional arguments stating that the combination of Chan and Eddelman would result in the use of magnetic 
supports much larger in size than the host cells, it is reiterated that Eddelman is cited only as evidence that it is known in the art to move 
magnet sources along the length of a reaction chamber in order to affect magnetic supports within the reaction chamber. One of ordinary 
skill in the art practicing the Chan method would be motivated to ensure that the Chan magnets are capable of being moved, but would not 
necessarily be motivated to substantially increase the size of Chan's magnetic supports. 

With respect to Applicant's additional arguments stating that Dzekunov does not disclose fluid movement in more than one direction, it is 
emphasized that the claims do not require multi-directional fluid flow. The claims merely require a pressure adjuster (i.e. a pump), which is 
present in the Dzekunov apparatus.
